This will be in addition to last 
year’s aggregate total of $46,- 
246,720 on real e s t a t e and 
public utilities valuations. 
The board of tax revision is 
I made up of County Commission­ 
er John Keller, Auditor Fred L. 
Tipton and Treasurer R o b e r t 
I Colville. 
It is their function to study tax 
complaints in the county, make 
an annual survey on new con­ 
struction and reap p r a i s e all 
county property every six years. 
Tipton said the latter duty 


! will 
get 
underway 
sometime 
early next year. It is required of 
the board by law for tax p u r ­ 
poses. 
The addition on the tax dup­ 
licate made by this year’s sur­ 
vey is almost double that of 
last year as a result of new 
construction in the c o u n t y , 
Tipton declared. 
A total of $153,430 was added 
on the real estate books l a s t 
year or $152,590 less than t h a t 
provided by the latest investiga­ 
tion on new 
building 
in the 
county. 
Tipton, pointed out, however, 
that the amount added to the tax 
duplicate in the board’s recent 
survey is not an exact record of 
all new building in the county. 
Since building perm its are law 
in only a few of the county’s 
centers of population, there is 
no way to check conclusively on 


new buildings. 
Several months ago, Circle­ 
ville city council empowered a 
planning commission to study 
building needs here.
